Board of Public Welfare itself asked for 
a transfer of $5,000 from this fund, and 
it was granted by the finance committee 
There is only $7543.23 left in the fund | 
at present, and it will have to be re- 
plenished at the next annual town 
meeting. A few of the unemployed have 
looked upon this reserve as a gold mine, 
but it should be regarded as existing 
only for an actual emergency and not as 
something that can be drawn upon 
whenever someone happens to feel that 
a town board ought to have more money. 
It is to be presumed that the Board of 
Public Welfare is aware of the state of 
its own accounts and does not have to be | 
told by outsiders that it needs more 
money. It asked for it once and as a 
result it had on hand last week nearly 
$6,300. No transfer from the Reserve 
fund could possibly be allowed when a 
department has such a balance. If the 
Board of Public Welfare needs more 
money in December, it will ask for it. 
Article two asks for an appropriation | 
of any part of $20,000 to be used by the 
Board of Public Works in providing 
work for the unemployed. If the spon- 
sors of the meeting were really soli-| 
citous for the welfare of Andover's idle, 
they would have suggested that the 
funds be administered by the Emergency 
committee. The Board of Public Works | 
does not have the proper organization | 
for examining the claims of the people 
who would seek work under this article, 
whereas the Emergency committee has 
investigated the needy cases. It would 
not be too much to assume that em- 
ployment funds are requested through 
the medium of a town meeting merely 
to provide for those who could not stand
